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A TALE O^ORROR ! 


A Sberltf»« Posae Attempta to Arrest 
a Neffro Ctiarged Witli «^rime 
and a Bloody Battle 
Bnsne«. 


MEKIDAN, Miss., Dec. 18.—A number 
of telegrams were received here yester- 
day morning stating that a riot had oc- 
curred at Wahalak, Kemper county, 
fifty miles north of Meridan, and that 
HoUy Morton, of this place, had been 
killed. 
A parly of twenty men at once 
organized and left for the scene on a 
passenger train. 
Subsequently another 
party of forty was raised and left on a 
special train. 
A posse returned on the 
regular mail train last night and re- 
ported everything quiet at Wahalak, and 
that their presence was not required. 
They told the following story of the riot: 


Last Thursday the son of G. F. 
Nicholson, a prominent farmer of Kem- 
per county, was diiving along the road, 
when he met a negro desperado named 
Mamy,|driving in theopposite^direction. 
Young Nicholson's vehicle, by accident, 
came in collision with that of the uegi-o, 
who kept in the middle of the road, as if 
determined to drive the boy out. The 
negi-o cursed the youth, when old man 
Nicholson 
api>eared 
and interferred.- 
The negro thereupon di-ew a revolver, 
but instead of firing, closed with Nichol- 
son and knocked him senseless with the 
pistol. 
The negro then 
fled. 
The fol- 
lowing day Nicholson told his friends of 
the assault and Saturday it was de- 
termined to organize a posse and arrest 
the marauder. 


Information of this determination of 
the whites reached the negroes in some 
way. 
It is said two white men gathered 
a party of negroes together at church, 
Sunday night, and after haranguing 
them, organized a force of ten of them 
to resist any attempt to an-est Maury, 
or an attempt on his house. 
These 
whites are known to the people of Wa- 
halak, but the names can not be learned. 
There is a settled determination to lynch 
them when found, and people argue 
that when they are hanged it will be a 
proper time to make their names known. 


The negi-o forces, headed by the two 
white men, went to Maury's house when 
the church meeting adjourned and con- 
cealed themselves in a smoke house and 
cotton houses. Very soon after the posse 
of white men came up the road and halt- 
ed in front of Maury's house. 
Four of 
them walked up to the house, but found 
it deserted. 
They then went to the 
smoke house, where they found three 
negroes. 
These men were questioned 
as to Maury's whereabouts, but pre- 
tended they could not tell. 
While the 
whites were trying to gain some infor- 
mation from them, a man on the out- 
side shouted: "here is Maury, 
suppose 
you come and an-est him." 


The whites rushed in a body from tlie 
building, and as they emerged, were 
met with a volley from eight or ten 
masked men with shot-guns. W^m. 
Vaughn 
was seriously 
wounded by 
buck-shot in the left arm, neck and 
shoulders, and another man, 
whose 
name the whites will not reveal, received 
a slight wound in the hand. 
This vol- 
ley came from the cotton house and was 
promptly returned Ijy the whites, Ijut 
the negroes, being behind stout plank 
walls, received no injuiy. 
The whites 
soon discovered that they were 
fighting 
at a great disadvantage and moved 
around to the north stiucture. 
Here 
they received another volley, resulting 
in the instant deatli of Heniy Maury 
and the wounding of his brother, J. F. 
Maury, in the arm, near the elbow. 


The wliites now drew off, and the fir- 
ing ceased temporarily. Another attiick 
was made by approaching from the 
south side, when they received the thir<l 
volley. 
Seth Cobl) received tw(iiity-tw<j 
liuckshot in his breast and sttmiach, 
tearing the entire front part of his l)ody 
away, 
^ohn 
Drew, anotlier of tlie 
whiti's, was probably mortally wounded 
by a pistol balF in the gi-oin. The 
whites again dr«iw off for consultation, 
when it was decided that another attack 
with a reduced force would be useless, 
and they determined to wait for day- 
light and reinforcements. 
While they 
were consulting, the negi oes nished from 
the cotton houses to Maury's residence 
in a body, and proceeded to fortify that 
building, and the whites went back to 
Wahalak. 


Yesterday morning another force of 
fifty men proceeded to Mamy's resi- 
dence. 
The place was found entirely 
deserted, even the bedding and furni- 
ture having been removed. 
The whites 
burned the buildings on the place, to- 
gether with thos'e on the farm adjoining, 
and scoured the woods for five m i l ^ 
around the scene of the trouble, but 
found no negroes. 
The white people 
from the adjoining towns poured into 
Wahalak all day and joined in searoh- 


ing, but as none of the negroes, except 
Maury, were knoWn, they accomplished 
nothing. 


They say the wliites 
throughout 
Kemper county are veiy sore and think 
more trouble will occur. 
It is certain 
that if any of the negroes who fired on 
the whites are caught, they will be 
killed at once. 
The feeling, however, is 
now against the two whites who are said 
to have organized the negroes. 


Not a single negro is known to have 
received any injuiy. 
Two white men, 
besides those ali-eady repoi-ted, were 
wounded, but as their hurts are slight, 
their names are not given for prudential 
reasons. 


It does not appear that the whites, in 
attempting to make arrests, were acting 
under legal authority, but they are sus- 
tained by the entire white population of 
Kemper and adjoining counties, and it 
is unlikely any proceedings w l l be 
taken against them. 


BREAKS OUT AT ANOTHER I'LIACE. 


JACKSON, Tenn., Dec. 
1 8 . — A desper- 
ate fight between the negi-oes and 
whites took place in one of the districts 
of this county Friday hist. 
Will Hicks, 
a negi'o, sued Peter Brown, for settle- 
ment. 
While Mary Brown, the daugh- 
ter, of the defendant, was on tlu; witness 
stand. Hicks questioned her in a very 
insulting manner, and wlien lier luother 
Tom interfened and asked Hicks not to 
insult his sister, 
the negro swore he 
would say what ht; pleased, and knocked 
young Jirown down with a heavy stick. 


A general fight then ensued, in which 
several negroes were stabbed and blood 
flowed 
freely. 
Peter 
Bro^-n was 
knocked senseless with a brick and is 
probably fatally wounded. 
The negroes 
sent to this'city Sunday for ammunition 
and are armed with shot guns, pistols 
and knives, and swear they will not be 
aiTested. 
Officers went from here yes- 
terday to arrest them. 
The result is 
not yet known but serious trouble is 
feared.

INDIANAPOLIS, Dee. 18.—The publi- 
cation of some inside history of the late 
republican campaign has caused a gi-eat 
deal of comment.

"It is true that Mr, Griffin 
did not pay his full assessment of §1,200, 
He did pay $750, however, and would 
have paid more had he lieen able. The 
distribution of assessments was not at 
all equitable. 
The total income of the 
state secretary, including salaiy and 
fees, amounts to about .S5,000 per year. 
The state auditor, who was assessed the 
same, gets from all sources about .$15,- 
000 per year. 
Last year, it is well 
known, Mr, LiMiuilve's reeei})ts from the 
treasurer's office were immense, perhai)s 
$35,000, 
The attorney geiieralshii> pays 
in all $9,000 or more, and the governor 
can get $2,000 above his regular $5,000 
salary 
good management. 
Now, in 
the face of these facts, Mr. Griffin felt 
tliat it was entirely unfair that his pro- 
portion of the campaign expenses should 
be as large as tliat <»f tlie )»etter {»aid 
officials. 
He w(juld have paid up, hoAv- 
ever, in full had lie been able, but lie is 
a poor man, and has positively no re- 
sources aside from his income from his 
office."

day morning stating that n riot had oc- 
curred at Wahalak, Kemper county, 
fifty mites north of MeridoD, aiid tliat 
Holly Morton, of this place, had been 
killed. A. party of twenty men tit once 
organized niid left for the scene on a 
passenger train. Subsequently another 
parly of forty -was raised and left on a 
special train. 
A pause rcttirocd on the 


regular moil train last night and re- 
ported everything quiet at WiihiUnk, nnd 
that their presence was not required. 
They told the following story of the riot: 


Last Thursday the Bon of G. F. 


Nicholson, n prominent farmer of Kem- 
per county, vnw driving nloiig tlio road, 
when he mot a negro desperado named 
ALiury,)drivingin_the'oppoBite'directton. 
Voting Nicholson's vehicle, by accident, 
came in colliRioit with that of the upgro, 
who kept in the middle of the' road, us if 
determined to drive tho boy out. The 
negro curwd thy youth, when old man 
Nieholtton api>eiired nnd iiiterferred* 
Tho negro there»i>ou drew u revolver,' 
but instead of tiring, closed with Nichol- 
8oti nnd knocked him nennelem with the 
pistol. Tho negro then fled. The fol- 
lowing day Nicholwn told his fricndn of 
the aemralt and Saturday it woo de- 
termined to organize » POBWJ and arrent 
the tnunuder. . 


Information of thin determination of 


the whites reached the negroes in some 
w»y. It is eaid two white men gathered 
» party of negroes together at church, 
Sunday night, mod after haranguing 
them, organized a force of ton of thorn 
to resist any attempt to. arrest Maury, 
or nn attempt on his htmso. 
Tliese 


whit*.- are known to the people of Wti- 
linlak, but the names can not be leaniud. 
There in n nettled determination to lynch 
them when found, nnd people argue 
that when Uiny are hanged it will lie » 
proper time to make their names known. 


Th« negro forces, bended by tho two 


white men, went to Maury'n houwwlivn 
Hie church mooting adjourned and con- 
cealed themselves in n nmoko house nnd 
cotton lioiimw. Very noon after tho iwwo 
of white men cnmo up tbo road and halt- 
ed in 'front of Maury's house. Four of 
them walked up to tho house, but found 
it deserted. They tlion went to tho 
•moke house, where they found three 
negroes. These men ware questioned 
oa to Maury'H whereabout*, but pro- 
tended they oould not toll. While tho 
whites were trying to gain nome infor- 
mation from them,' a man on tho out- 
aide shouted : "here IN Maury, suppose 
you come and arrant him." 


Tho whiten rushed in n l>ody from the 


building, and 
OH thoy emerged, were 


met with n volley from eight or ten 
masked men with shot-guns.

ley cnme from the cotton house nnd wan 
promptly returned by tho whites, but 
the negroes, being behind stout plunk 
walto, received no injury.

soon discovered that tliey were fighting 
nt a great diiuidvautnge and moved 
around to tho north sUuuture. 
Here 


they received another volley, remitting 
in tho instant death of Heniy Mnnry 
aud tho wounding of his brother, J. F. 
Mmiry, in the arm, near the elbow. 


Tim whites now drew off, and tho fir- 


ing ceased tempwnirily. Another attack 
wan made by approaching from tho 
south side, when they received the third 
volley. Seth Cobb received twenty-two 
bncktthnt in his breast and ntomach, 
toaring tho entire front part of his body 
nwuy. - "^Tolm Drew, another of tlm 
whiti's, was probably mortally wounded 
by a pistol bulf in the groin. The 
whites again drew off for consultation, 
wliflii it wan decided that another attack 
with a reduced force would bo UBO!OKS, 
and they determined to wait for day- 
light and rofnforcomontw. 
While they 


were consulting, the negroes rushed front 
tho cotton hoiiaes to Maury's rcsidonco 
in a Iwdy, and proceeded to fortify that 
building, and the whites wont buck to 
Wahalnk. 


Yesterday morning (mother force of 


fifty men proceeded to Mnnry's resi- 
dence. 
Tho place was found entirely 


deserted, ovon tlm bedding and furni- 
ture having boon removed. Tho whites 
burned the buildings on the place, to- 
gether with thoHti on tho farm adjoining, 
and scoured Htft woods for nve miles 
around tho ftoeno of the trouble, but 
found no ncgrooa. 
Tho white people 


from tho adjoining towns poured, into 
Wahatak all day and joined in soaroh- 
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ing, but us none of the negroes, except 
Monry, were known, they nccnrnpliifhed 
nothing. 


They say the 
whites throughout 


Kemper county are very sore and think 
more trouble will occur. 
It is certain 


that if any of the negroes who fired, on 
the whites are caught, they will be 
killed at once. The feeling, however, is 
now against the two wliites who are sitid 
to have organized tho negroes. 


Not a single negro in known to have 


receiTed any injury. Two white men, 
besides those already reported, were 
wounded, bnt as their .hurts are slight, 
then- names are not given for prudential 
reasons. 


It does not appear that the wliites, in 


attempting to make arrests, were acting 
under legal authority, but they are sus- 
tained by the entire white imputation of 
Kemper and adjoining counties, and it 
is unlikely any proceedings will be 
taken against them,
